DRAMA AS DRIVER RESCUED FROM CAR IN RIVER 1 


THERE was high 
drama in Cowbridge 
last Wednesday 

(January 6), when an 
elderly gentleman 
accidentally left the 
road and drove into the 
fast-flowing River 
Thaw.

She said: “The man was 
rescued from the car, which 
was trapped under a bridge. 
The water was fast flowing, 
and was 0.6 metre in depth.”

Planners can't 
see the floods 
for the trees! 


W HENEVER rainfall is 

exceptional, flooding must 
occur, but a hugely important 
factor in the severity of flooding is the 
speed with which that rainfall travels 
down from the hills, to swell the rivers. 

When grassy slopes become water-logged, 100 
per cent of further rain travels down the slopes as 
a sheet of water, arriving at the rivers very soon 
after it left the sky. 

This is not the case where rain falls on 
wooded areas. The roots of all large plants such 
as trees, make the ground more porous to water, 
the flow of water over the ground is hindered, the 
transpiration of the trees suck up some proportion 
of the water. A much longer time elapses, 
between the rainfall, and the arrival of that water 
to the river. 

In past times, the Welsh hills were covered 
with trees, which were sacrificed as pit-props to 
King Coal. 

If we choose to plant trees of all types on the 
hills, starting right now, we could be harvesting a 
valuable crop of different woods in 70 years - 
which had alleviated the flooding problem during 
that time, had also absorbed huge amounts of 
carbon dioxide, thus slowing climate change, and 
created a wonderful environment for human 
beings - and venison for the table. 

Every day by which such a scheme is delayed, 
is a measure of our failure to understand the true

Llantwit showed 
its caring spirit 


O N Christmas 
Eve, a frail 
and elderly 
friend fell over in 
Llantwit Major, 
resulting in a 
broken left hip. 

When I arrived at the 
scene it was chilly, dark, 
and raining and she was 
surrounded, mostly by 
complete strangers, who 
had brought blankets 
and cushions, and were 
sheltering her with their 
umbrellas. 

People took the 
trouble to contact both 
my daughter and 
myself, via two different 
chains of messages, to 
provide familiar faces 
for the confused, 
frightened casualty. 

Meanwhile, a driver 
had positioned her car, 
hazard lights flashing, 
so as to prevent my 
friend being run over in 
the road. 

I am told that one of 
Llantwit’s retained 
firemen administered 
gas and air, and did 


much to calm the patient 
and ease her pain. 

These kind-hearted 
folk could have been 
snug at home, wrapping 
parcels and enjoying 
mulled wine, but 
everyone stayed, in the 
cold and drizzle, for 
about an hour, until the 
casualty was safely 
away in the ambulance. 

Several people, some 
of whom were in 
Llantwit to visit family, 
have continued to ask 
for updates on her 
recovery. It is painfully 
slow, but if it hadn’t 
been for Llantwit’s 
amazing community 
spirit, the outcome 
could have been much 
worse. 

Also, many thanks to 
the wonderful 
paramedics, ambulance 
crew and the staff of 
Princess of Wales.

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The Welsh 
Government 
confirms that 
cash will go 
to Boverton 
flood defence 


FLOOD defences 
that have been 
pencilled in for 
Boverton in 

Llantwit Major will 
be built in the next 
financial year 
(April 2016 to May 
2017) - a Welsh 
Government 
Minister has 

announced. 

The Natural 

Resources Minister Carl 
Sargeant today 

announced that £1.96 
million has been 
allocated for the next 
financial year in the 
Draft Budget 2016-17 to 
complete the long- 
awaited important flood 
defence scheme. 

The scheme is in an 
area that has suffered 
frequent flooding in 
recent years. It will 
reduce risk to around 17 
homes and businesses 
and also provide 
amenity improvements. 

The scheme will be 
built alongside and 
complement an existing 
project nearby in 
Llanmaes reducing risk 
to the wider catchment. 

Carl Sargeant said: 
“Minimising the effects 
of flooding and keeping 
our communities safe 
are key priorities for this 
Government. 

“Sustained Welsh 
Government investment 
in flood defences, 
awareness raising as 
well as forecast and 
warning systems over 
the last few decades is 
having an impact in 
making communities

more resilient to 
flooding.” 

Coun Gwyn John, the 
Leader of the Llantwit 
First Group on the Vale 
Council, said: “Having 
witnessed first-hand the 
devastating effect 
flooding has had on 
Boverton and Llanmaes 
in the past, I have long 
been determined to do 
all I can to make sure it 
can never happen again. 

“The commitment of 
over £250,000 from the 
Vale Council for this 
scheme is further 
evidence of the current 
administration’s 
determination to tackle 
the risk of flooding 
across the Vale. 

“While others may do 
a good job of talking 
about issues, this flood 
alleviation scheme and 
those already being 
delivered for Barry and 
Llanmaes, along with 
the enhanced scrutiny of 
proposed new 

developments now 
undertaken as part of the 
planning process, show 
clearly that it is the 
current administration of 
the Vale Council that is 
tackling them.” 

The Conservatives 
welcomed the news, 
with Vale MP Alun 
Cairns pointing out that 
he had highlighted the 
issue in his GEM 
column only last week. 

He said: “I am 
delighted that this 
project will go ahead at 
long last. The 


community has waited 
too long, but that wait 
will soon be over.” 

The Leader of the 
Welsh Conservatives, 
Andrew RT Davies AM, 
said that improving the 
flood defences at 
Boverton was part of 
Alun Cairns’ plan for a 
better future for Llantwit 
Major, and that Vale 
Assembly candidate 
Ross England and 
Llantwit councillor Tony 
Bennett had worked 
with him. 

The scheme will 
widen and straighten the 
culvert under Boverton 
Road, and widen the 
channel immediately 
downstream . 
Development of the 
scheme is being led by 
Vale Council, working 
with Natural Resources 
Wales. 

The scheme is 
anticipated to take 6 
months to construct. The 
works will include a 
major piling operation 
to construct new 
concrete walls under the 
road before a new 
reinforced-concrete slab 
is placed on top to carry 
the highway across the 
brook. 

Channel widening 
and the realignment of 
the existing walls 
downstream will also be 
undertaken to further 
enhance the conveyance 
of flows away from 
Boverton.

run - a new lifeboat costs

Simon mentioned 
various rescues of boats 
which had broken down, 
been left high and dry 
after anchoring over 
rocks at high tide, of 
people trapped on the 
cliffs at Southemdown - 
don’t try to rescue your 
dog if he runs over the 
edge - and of 
windsurfers caught by 
bad weather. 

One recent incident 
was the rescue of a 
fisherman off Porthcawl 
who fell nine metres into 
a two to three metre swell 
and cut his arms badly on 
barnacles as he clung to 
the pier but, despite all 
this, managed to keep his 
spectacles on. 

Simon also mentioned 


some of the losses such 
as the Mumbles lifeboat, 
which was lost with all 
her eight crew in 1947. 
Someone said that 
firemen ranked as some 
of the bravest people 
because they ran into 
burning buildings when 
everyone else was 
running away. I thi nk 
that the RNLI volunteers 
are up there with them as 
they launch their boats 
into 40 mph (and 
stronger) gales when 
everyone else has headed 
for safety. 

This is about our tenth 
meeting since the 
Cowbridge and Pontfaen 
Probus clubs merged and 
everything seems to be 
going smoothly. If

The professional 
photographer has the 
ability to get into the 
correct position to 
take a picture 
without being 
intrusive. 

He or she is 
dedicated to 
recording the day - 
and, unlike relatives 
or friends with 
cameras, won’t get 
distracted by 
extraneous issues. 

Set up a meeting 
with your 
photographer well 
before the wedding 
so you can have an 
in-depth discussion 
about exactly what 
you want. 

There’s no point in 
complaining at a 
later date that a 
certain person or 
moment was missed 
if you didn’t provide 


proper instructions. 

Normally, there 
will be different 
packages available, 
depending on your 
budget and 
requirements.

‘lifeline’ for 
dementia 
support...

WHEN Vicar Viv 
Parkinson 
reopened his 
refurbished church 
hall in Llantrisant 
just over a year 
ago, he little knew 
that within a few 
months, it would 
prove to be a 
lifeline as a meeting 
place for a new 
support group set 
up for dementia 
sufferers and their 
carers. 

He had intended that 
the hall with its modem 
new kitchen and toilets 
be used by local people 
who had helped to raise 
£150,000 for the 
makeover. 

Now, in addition to 
regular use by 
community groups such 
as Brownies and various 
craft groups, the hall is 
home to a fortnightly 
meeting of the 
Llantrisant Parish 
Support Group - a new 
group set up nine 
months ago for those 
living with dementia 
and their carers. 

“It is the best thing 
that I have ever done in 
my ministry,” said Rev 
Parkinson, who has been 
a priest for 20 years. 

The group mns on the 
first and third 
Wednesday of the 
month from 11am to 
2.30pm - offering a 
range of activities such 
as puzzles, colouring, 
crafts and games. 
Singing sessions are 
often held and visiting 
speakers attend to give 
talks. 

Sue Owen (67), from 
Talbot Green, who has 
Alzheimer’s, and attends 
the support group twice 
a month, said: “This 


group is great as it 
offers me the 
opportunity to get out 
and socialise with other 
people. At home, I am 
by myself and even 
though I like to get out, 

I do not go out with my 
other friends now, as I 
do not feel comfortable 
- I get mixed up and I 
tire very easily. 

“This group makes a 
huge difference to my 
life as it gives me 
something to look 
forward to.” 

Maria Warhurst, who 
attends the group with 
her husband, said, “This 
group gives us a break 
as we meet up with 
other people who are 
going through the same 
thing - I can chat to 
other wives who are 
also caring for their 
husbands.” 

Kath Hext, who also 
attends the group with 
her husband, said that 
she was not able to go 
out with him that much 
any more, other than 
shopping once or twice 
a week. 

“I really look forward 
to Wednesdays - it’s 
great to have 
somewhere to go, and 
have some friends to 
chat to when I get here. 
This group is 
marvellous -1 wouldn’t 
be without it now.” 

Another carer, Wendy 
Field, attends the group 
with her mother-in-law 
Joyce Field (91). 

“Mum lives with us 
and I am her carer so 
this group offers us a 
chance to get out of the 
house, have a change of 
scene and meet up with 
other people,” she said.
